Phoenix chief reflects 
on protests, policing

Like many police chiefs across the 
country, Phoenix Chief Jeri Williams 
has denounced the death of George 
Floyd, the black man killed by a white 
police officer in Minneapolis, while at 
the same time struggling to support her 
officers and maintain peace in the midst 
of the resulting protests. 

But Williams comes at the situation 


from a unique perspective. 

She’s one of only a handful of black 
female police chiefs in the nation. And 
she’s a mother with black sons. 

“The level of voice that we’re seeing 
now is unlike anything that the world 
has ever seen, especially in the United 
States of America,” Williams said. 

Unlike other acts of deadly force by 
police officers, this one has created a 
pivotal moment in American history, 
Williams said in an interview with The 


Arizona Republic. And she believes it 
could change the way police officers do 
their jobs. 

Williams was appointed police 
chief in 2016, overseeing law enforce- 
ment in the nation’s fifth-largest city. 
She described the deadly episode in 
Minneapolis as “horrific.” 

But what happened there is some- 
thing that religious leaders, activists

Pastors tell Ducey they 
are tired of ‘lip service’

In his first public statement con- 
demning the death of George Floyd at 
the hands of police, Gov. Doug Ducey 
on Sunday said leaders should heed 
“those who seek to have a civil dia- 
logue on how to ensure it never hap- 
pens again.” 

“In Arizona, we will listen,” he said, 
after police brutality protests rocked 
downtown Phoenix for the third night 
in a row. 

The Republican leader appeared to 
follow through a few hours later, invit- 
ing African American faith leaders to 
“discuss how Arizona and our country 
can move forward together,” according 
to a Twitter post. 

But some of those leaders said 
they’re unconvinced real action will 
follow. 

“The main thing that came out the 
meeting was: ‘Mr. Governor, we're 
tired of lip service,” said the Rev. Regi- 
nald D. Walton, pastor at Phillips Me- 
morial Christian Methodist Episcopal 
Church in Phoenix. 

Walton was one of several civil- 
rights leaders to decry the governor’s 
refusal to back removal of the state’s 
six Confederate memorials in 2017. 

“History has proven that he is a pol- 
itician, and he will say one thing and 
do another — I have no qualms about 
saying that,” he said. “I am cautiously 
waiting to hear what he may do.”
